Jury Deliberated Sev-| 
given by Mrs. Faulkner, wife 
Detective Shantz 


Subjected to Searching Cross-Examination. 


After deliberating for several hours 
the jury empanelled to hear the trial 
of Vilhelm Hansen, who was charged 
with the murder of Edgar Faulkner 
at Sylvan Lake in November last, 
brought in a verdict of guilty. 

The trial lasted all of Monday and 
Tuesday, with Justice Ives presiding. 
Several witnesses gave evidence. Up- 
on receiving the decision, of the jury, 
the accused was sentenced to be con- 
fined in the Fort: Saskatchewan Jail 
until Thursday, May 1st, when he will 
pay the supreme penalty. The case 
has created the greatest interest, es- 
pecially in the Red Deer district, and 
for this reason the heariog was trans- 
ferred to the Wetaskiwin sittiig. 

In her direct examination, Mrs. 
Faulker, wife of the murdered man, 
told of leaving her house on the night 
of the killing, and returning she found 
the door open. and the lamp still burn- 
ing low on the dining room table. 
She spoke to her husband, who was 
sleeping in a room downstairs, and 
who had the children with him. She 
had reached the stairs leading from 
the kitchen when she caught the 
sight of a man’s face at the top of 
the landing. 

She screamed and the light in some 
way went out and a man dashed past 
her. She heard the children scream- 
ing and she rushed to pacify them, 
and then proceeded to the front door 
to call for help. As she reached the 
front door, she heard her husband say 
“I’m done for.’ In response to her 
screams, Mr. Dingwall came rushing 
to her and almost immediately a man 
dashed past her from the house to- 
wards the verandah. Myr. Dingwall 
grappled with him for a minute but 
the man got away. Mrs. Faulkner re- 
turned to the house, and found her 
husband lying dead, face downwards 
in a pool of blood. 


The next witness was Mr. Dingwall, 


killed the man he possibly would have 
killed Faulkner,” and on re-examina- 
tion by Mr. McDonald confessed he 
didn’t quite know just why he had 
made such a remark, 

_The other witnesses were more or 
less corroborative of Mrs. Faulkner's 
story. 

The medical evidence of Dr. Me- 
Kenzie of Red Deer, who made the 
autopsy was taken. External examin- 
ation showed knife wounds on sev- 
eral portions of the body, also a 
bruise on the left cheek. There were 
wounds in the upper chest and left 
upper arm outside and on th left up- 
per arm inside. The wound which 
caused death was in the neck. The 
other medical evidence, that of Dr. 
Grant, of Sylvan Lake, was to the ef- 
fect that he was called to the Faulk. 
ner home and found the man lying in 
a pool of blood. The doctor satisfied 
himself the man was dead, but did 
nothing further, leaving it until the 
police came. Dr, Rankin, provincial 
analyst, testified to human blood on 
the knife and coat alleged to belong 
to the accused, 

A written confession was put in as 
an exhibit. 

Detective Shantz, of Rocky Moun- 
tain House, gave evidence of arresting 
the prisoner as he was travelling on 
the C.N.R. tracks towards Eckville. 
Apparently no resistance was offered 
and the accused surrendered to. the 
officer. His clothes, face, and hands 
were all blood stained and he was 
carrying a‘grip-in which were a. var- 
ious assortment of articles, amongst 
which was a glove, the mate of which 
had been found in the Faulkner home. 
On the man’s person was found a 
biood stained hunting knife, all these 
articles being put in as exhibits. Mr.

The prudent man mea- 
sures his dollar and his need and 
spends accordingly. Self discipline is 
one of.the greatest of virtues and it 
is a wholesome exercise to deny our- 
selves occasionally even if we could 
afford the indulgence.

NOTES AND COMMENTS 


A new method of financing main 
highway construction in Alberta will 
be provided for by legislation propos- 
ed by the provincial government. It 
is proposed to capitalize a portion of 
the revenue from motor vehicle li- 
censes and use it for road construc- 
tion during a period of five years. A 
program of new work on the main 
highways has already been drawn up 
to be started next spring and contin- 
ued until 1929, It will involve an ex- 
penditure for that period of about $3,- 
500,000, for which debentures will be 
sold, and provision will be made in 
the new legislation for retiring the 
debentures at the end of 15 years. 
This will be done by a sinking fund, 
which, together with the interest 
charges, will be created out of the 
motor vehicle reserve during the same 
fifteen year period. 


Alberta butter won 50 per cent of 
all the prizes offered at twelve exhi- 
bitions in Canada during last year. Of 
the first prizes offered at these ex- 
hibitions, Alberta won 62.8 per cent. 
Of the total of second prizes offered 
Alberta won 60.7 per cent; of third 
prizes, 49.6 per cent; fourth prizes 
27.2 per cent; of fifth prizes 23.8 per 
cent; of sixth prizes 16.6 per cent; of 
seventh prizes 25 per cent; of eighth 
prizes, 11.1 per cent; of ninth prizes, 
55.5 per cent, 


Business men throughout the west 
and, in fact, throughout the entire 
Dominion, take a hopeful outlook for 
this year. They look forward to im- 
proved conditions generally and the 
setting in of a new era of prosperity. 
This will be accelerated by the big 
crops produced, especially in Saskat- 
chewan and Alberta, which have al- 
ready created a greater feeling of op- 
timism. Both wholesale and retail 
merchants report trade better, and a 
more cheerful spirit prevails. Re- 
views of 1923 show that a number of 
western cities made surprising pro- 
gress in the way of new buildings, in- 
dicating that the country is going 
ahead in spite of much talk regarding 
adverse economic conditions, There 
is considerable activity in industrial 
lines, particularly in British Columbia 
where lumbering, mining and manufac- 
turing seem to enjoying a bit of a 
boom. 


At the experimental farm last week 
a Yorkshire sow gave birth to 27 pigs, 
and there was only one “runt” in the 
family. A day or two previously, a 
daughter of the same sow gave birth 
to 17 youngsters. 
a record around here, but if you can 
beat it, send the news along.

It is estimated that the creameries 
of Alberta will produce this year ap- 
proximately 18,000,000 pounds of but- 
ter or an increase of 20 per cent over 
last year, 


Several carloads of Alberta beef cat- 
tle were shipped to Sacramento, Cal- 
ifornia, recently. It is hoped to es- 
tablish a permanent trade with this 
newly formed market. 


Of the 83,000,000 acres of land suit- 
able for cultivation in Alberta, only 
about 9,000,000 acres have as yet been 
brought under the plow. Good land 
can be purchased from $15 to $25 an 
acre. The province of Alberta has had 
this year one of the largest crops in 
its history,

These and other interesting facts 
are retailed by a Calgary man who 
returned Saturday from the buffalo 
park at Wainwright and who watched 
the process of weeding out the big 
herd. There are about 6,000 buffalo 
left on the reserve and they are the 
best and huskiest of the bunch. In 
the final slaughter many of the old 
and weak animals were disposed of, 
in addition to the younger — buffalo 
killed for their meat. 

Stories of inhumanity in 
these animals are quickly dispelled by 
a visit to the park when the shooting 
is in progress, according to the Cal- 
gary visitor, The animals are herded 
into one of the smal) pastures. Sam 
Purshell drives out in a rig from 
which he shoots his victims with a 
Springfield rifle, using soft nosed bul- 
lets.

The pemmican will be made at a 
plant west’ of Edmonton. Operations 
will start there in April under the su- 
pervision of Howard Sibbald of Banff. 
A staff of squaws is engaged in this 
work. Pemmican is sold to the Hud- 
son’s Bay, the mounted police and 
other organizations with posts in the 
far north. It is ideal food for men on 
the trail in the north country. 

All the operations at Wainwright 
are carried out under the supervision 
of Superintendent Smith of the buffa- 
lo park, and A. Duclos, of Edmonton, 
formerly of Montreal, the contractor 
for the slaughtering of the animals. 

Special heads that are fit for 
mounting are flayed at the shoulder. 
Heads that are not fit for mounting 
are flayed out on the hide and will 
be sold with the hide. Heads and 
hides will be for sale. Hides will 
probably bring from $60 to $150 each, 
while some of the best heads will 
bring large sums. 

There is already a considerable de- 
mand for the buffalo meat. The Can- 
adian National railway contracted for 
all the tails and tongues of the ani- 
mals slaughtered and the railway is 
serving buffalo meat at their hotels 
and in their dining cars.

Edmonton, Feb. 9—First 
taxes as a prior charge against all 
farm lands and crops seems to be a 
principle acceptable to both investing 
and farming interests, as reported at 
the conference of Alberta mortgage 
men, members of the legislature and 
U.RA. delegates, which is now” in 
session. But that there are too many 
other first charges is emphatically as- 
serted by the mortgage men and 
some reduction in the number is likely 
to be recommended. 

It has been agreed upon among the 
representatives of the joint interests 
that there should be a change in the 
allowance now mado to mortgagees 
for crop leases, Under the existing 
law a one-third share is thus allowed, 
but it will be recommended that this 
be confined in future to the payment 
of interest and charges and not ap- 
plied on principal. Provision will also 
be made for a sufficient portion to be 
taken out of the mortgagoes'’ share to 
cover the exemptions to which the

Lecture Method 

The lecture method of teaching may 
be used occasionally to give. variety 
to the study of temperance, and to 
teach many phases that cannot be 
taught otherwise.
